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Childs Wickham is one of the many village crosses 
which abound in Worcestershire. Cross-roads are supposed 
to have been peculiarly sacred in olden times, and some¬ 
times those who were excluded from holy rites were 
piously buried at the foot of such crosses as the place next 
in sanctity to consecrated ground. 
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
